The next thing I would men- 
tion as an element of prayer is 
THANKSGIVING. We ought to be 
more thankful for what we get 
from God. Perhaps some of you 


mothers have a child in your 
family who is constantly com- 
plaining—never thankful. You 


know that there is not much 
pleasure in doing anything for a 
child like that. If you meet with 
@ beggar who is always grumbling, 
and never seems to be thankful 
for what you give, you very soon 
shut the door in his face alto- 
gether. Ingratitude is about the 
hardest thing we have to meet 
vith. 
The great English poet says: 


Blow, blow, thou winter wind— 
Thou art not so unkind 
As man’s ingratitude; 
Thy tooth is not so keen, 
Because thou art not seen, 
Although thy breath be rude. 


We cannot speak too plainly of 
this evil, which so demeans those 
who are guilty of it. Even in 
Christians there is but too much 
of it to be seen. Here we are, 
getting blessings from God day 
after day; yet how little praise 
and thanksgiving there is in the 
Church of God! 


Gurnall, in his Christian Armor, 
referring to the words, “In every- 
thing give thanks,” says: 


“Praise is comely for the up- 
right.’ ‘An unthankful saint’ car- 
ries a contradiction with it. Evil 
and Unthankful are twins that 
live and die together; as any one 
ceaseth to be evil, he begins to 
be thankful. It is that which 
God expects at your hands; He 
made you for this end. When the 
vote passed in Heaven for your 
being—yea, happy being in Christ! 
—it was upon this account, that 
you should be a name and a 
praise to Him on earth in time, 
and in Heaven to eternity. Should 
God miss this, He would fail of 
one main part of His design. What 
prompts Him to bestow every 
mercy, but to afford you matter 
to compose a song for His praise? 
‘They are my people, children that 
will not lie; so he was their 
Saviour.’ 

“He looks for fair dealing at 
your hands. Whom may a father 
trust with his reputation, if not 
his child? Where can a prince 


expect honor, if not among his 
favorites? Your state is such that 
the least mercy you have is more 
than all the world besides. Thou, 
Christian, and thy few brethren, 


divide Heaven and earth among 
you! What hath God that He with- 
holds from you? Sun, moon and 
stars are set up to give you light; 
sea-and land have their treasures 
for your use; others are en- 
croachers upon them; you are the 
rightful heirs to them; they groan 
that any others should be served 
by them. The angels, bad and 
good, minister unto you; the evil, 
against their will, are forced like 
scullions when they tempt you, 
to scour and brighten your graces, 
and make way for your greater 
comforts; the good angels are 
servants to your Heavenly Father 
and disdain not to carry you in 
their arms. 


“Your God withholds not Him- 
self from you; He is your portion 
—Father, Husband, Friend. God 
is His own happiness, and admits 
you to enjoy Him, Oh, what honor 
is this, for the subject to drink 
in his prince’s cup! “Thou shalt 
make them drink of the river of 
thy pleasures.’ And all this is not

“But thanks be to God who giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.”z—l Cor. 15:57. 


It would be well for us to take record of the writer of our 


text and his circumstances. Of course he is the Apostle Paul, 
and he writes to a church in Corinth. When Paul arrived in 
Corinth, the work and troubles of a missionary were not new 
to him. Behind him were years of labor and suffering. He had 
been separated from loved 


ones; sickness had overtaken 
him; he had suffered perse- 
cution and imprisonment; in 
fact, everything that could be- 
fall one, it seemed, had been 
heaped on Paul. In Corinth the 
people wanted to hear some- 
thing other than the Gospel 
Paul preached. They wanted 
news, not of the kind he 
preached, but of the sort that was 
curious rather than true. Every- 
where there were images of gods 
but nowhere was the living God 
or godly peace of soul. 


The Hearers at Corinth 
What the city of Corinth was 


ing to the Lord Jesus. With His 


with education and with luxury— 
we are smart: but we have no 
peace! 

In Dallas, Texas, in the big 
tabernacle I talked one day to a 
construction man. He ran a big 
business and during the depres- 
sion he put up five houses at a 
time, with a great group of car- 
penters and electricians and 
plumbers working for him. And 
in the midst of the depression he 
made plenty of money. I said, 
“You are not happy, not satisfied.” 

Puzzled, he said, “No, and I 
don’t know why I am not. I have 
a good wife who loves me. I have 
the smartest nine-year-old boy 
you ever saw. I have a good home, 
a good car; I have good work 
and a business. I don’t know why 
I can’t be happy. It looks like a 
fellow could have peace, having 
everything one could want.” But 
he said, “There is a restlessness, 
an uneasiness all the time.” 


I said, “Yes, that is what the 
Bible says, “There is no peace 
saith my God to the wicked,’ 


(Isa. 57:21). The poor heart with- 
out Jesus is never quite at peace.” 
As St. Augustine, that great bishop 
of Hippo, said, “Our hearts, O 
God, are restless until they find 
their rest in Thee.” 

But here Jesus said, “Let not 
your heart be troubled.” You 
don’t have to be troubled. You 
can have peace. 

Philippians 4:6 and 7 says, “Be 
careful for nothing.” It would be 


foolish to tell that to anybody 
but a Christian. “Be careful for 
nothing.” Don't be anxious, don’t 
be full of care about anything, 
“but in every thing by prayer and 
supplication with thanksgiving let 
your requests be made known unto 
God. And the peace of God which 
passeth all understanding, shall 
keep your hearts and minds 
though Christ Jesus.” 

This world cannot satisfy. The 
more education we have, the more 
money, the more luxury, the more 
idle time; the more we have of 
vacations, the more gadgets to do 


. the work—all these give us more 


unrest! Millions of tranquilizer 
pills are being consumed. Many 
thousands cannot sleep without 
sleeping tablets. And people try 


psychiatric treatment. They have 
easy mattresses, box springs, heat 
lamps. Oh, our mental institutions 
are crowded with people who have 
nervous breakdowns and mental 
trouble. The unrest, the unease! 


Jesus said, “Let not your heart 
be troubled.” He said Heaven is 
waiting for you, that He has pre- 
pared a place for you. You don’t 
have to have trouble. “My peace 
I give unto you: not as the world 
giveth, give I unto you. Let not 
your heart be troubled, neither 
let it be afraid.” I wish all the 
troubled hearts would listen to 
the sweet words of Jesus now. 


I have seen it. I saw a man who 
the day before had tried to com- 
mit suicide. He was rushed to the 
hospital and kept alive after he 
had inhaled so much gas. He had 
an incurable disease and his wife 
had quit him and he couldn't 
hold a job. So distraught was he 
that he tried to kill himself. The 
next day I had the joy of winning 
him to Christ. When he got off 
his knees he _ said, “Isn't it 
strange?”

Where Are We Headed? 

In this day when every politi- 
cian seems to feel that he has no 
possibility for election or re-elec- 
tion unless his “give-away pro- 
gram” is bigger and better than 
his honorable opponent’s, it might 
be a good idea to stop and consider 
where this policy of big govern- 
ment socialism is taking our na- 
tion! A few rponths ago, while 
conducting meetings at Eureka, 
California, 1. noted a very timely 
editorial in the locai newspaper, 
The Humboldt Standard, entitled, 
“Taxes $2—I ood $1.” The editor 
said: 

“Not many years ago, before 
the transition of the United States 
economy from frogatity to ptic7 
spending, there were generally 
considered to be just three neces- 
sities of life—food, shelter and 
clothing. No one was satisfied to 
exist on only these requirements, 
but it was generally conceded that 
life was possible with this mini- 
mum of acquisition, 

“It is doubtful that this genera- 
tion could survive on this meager 
fare. The automobile, the power 


hold appliances and built-in con- 
veniences and—yes—the television 
set are now such commonplace 
‘luxuries’ that the habits of a 
nation have been changed. The 
generation now growing to ma- 
turity includes many who will 
never push a hand mower around 
the yard, walk to the corner drug- 
store or cook their meals without 
the aid of ready-made foods, auto- 
matic stoves or electric frying 
pans. 


“The luxury of dependence upon 
other mediums has many off- 
shoots. The public continues to 
accept and demand more paternal- 
ism from government, permitting 
‘security and ‘protection’ to over- 
come the self-dependence tradi- 
tional with American families. 


“It is a_ striking fact that 
whereas the average household 
budget two or three decades ago 
allocated only a minor fraction 
to luxury (consumer outlays and 
government taxes), the percentage 
has been climbing rapidly in the 
years since World War II. No- 
where is the American desire for 
the ‘better’ things of life more evi- 
dent than in comparison of out- 
lays for food and taxes. A 30-year 
history of the two expenditures re- 
veals a complete reversal of the 
importance placed upon the neces- 
sities. 


“In 1929, Americans spent $19.5 
| billion for food, or almost twice 
_ the total tax bill of $10.5 billion. 
| Last year, qust three decades later.

The Yearbook of American 
Churches for 1961, just released 
last month, states that our Ameri- 
can churches and synagogues now 
are able to boast in excess of 
112,000,000 members! This means 
that 63.4 per cent of our citizens 
now hold membership in some re- 
ligious organization.

increase—while Roman Catholics 
were gaining 1,361,794 members— 
a 3.4 per cent increase. The latter 
figure may only mean that the 
Catholics had a lot of babies in 
1959, since it is the policy of that 
church to add the names of babies 
to the church roll as soon as they 
are born. In the past 34 years, 
Protestants have shown an 8.5 per 
cent increase while Roman Catho- 


during the same period. 


‘Out of the 62,543,502 Protes- 
tants in America, only 39,701,079, 
representing 33 denominations, are 
affiliated with the liberal National 
Council of Churches. Hence that 
body is hardly the “‘voice of Ameri- 
can Protestantism” as it so vocif- 
erously claims in making radio, 
TV, chaplaincy, comity and other 
demands. 


sunday School enrollment (in- 
cluding Sabbath school) numbers 
only 44,066,457, but that is an in- 
crease of 6.9 per cent over 1958. 
Baptists comprise the largest num- 
ber in the Protestant group 
(20,879,000), with Methodists 
(12,358,861), Lutherans (8,021,091) 


and Presbyterians (4,202,956) fol- 


lowing in that order. 


Church and synagogue affilia- 
tion has grown tremendously in 
the last 110 years as shown by the 
following figures: In 1850 it was

it was 57 per cent, and the past 
year it grew to 63.4 per cent.

This isn’t Monday; it’s Tuesday. | 
But if ever I woke up with a 
“blue Monday” feeling, it was to-| 
day. In the first place, I have a 
cold—the kind that makes my 
eyes red and swollen, my head 
throb, my nose runny and my 
body achy. In the second place, 
I was up half the night with my 
children—all three of whom also 
have colds, so no doubt I seem 
as impossible to them today as 
they do to me! Then to make 
matters worse, my dirty windows 
are staring me in the face, prac- 
tically begging to be washed, and 
a great big mountain of ironing 
looks at me accusingly from the 
kitchen table. 


If you are like me, your first 
impulse in such a situation is to 
crawl back into bed and pull the 
covers up high—leaving the chil- 
dren to their own devices! How- 
ever, since my oldest is three 
and a half and my youngest five 
weeks old, that is a luxury in 
which I dare not indulge. I have 
to keep the vaporizer going for 
baby Donny, tie endless shoelaces 
and wash dirty faces, make sure 
Jimmy and Carol have on their 
sweaters when they go outside, 
referee their disagreements, patrol 
their endless trips to the kitchen 
or bathroom, and try to keep some 
kind of order in the house at the 
same time. 

Just about the time I start 
feeling sorry for myself (me with 
my comfortable home, my kind, 
patient husband, and so many 
conveniences to make the work 
easier), I remember some of the 
letters from my reader-friends. 
Many of these are women with 
problems too numerous to name 
and to them my “blue Tuesday” 
would no doubt seem. like a sum- 
mer holiday! But regardless of 
how desperate and discouraging 
any day may seem, a Christian 
can find a cure for the blues. 

When I was a freshman in col- 
lege I returned from a 21-day 
college choir trip to California 
completely exhausted and at my 
wit’s end. I had gotten too little 
sleep and drunk too much coffee 
(since that was just about the 
only beverage served) and I re- 
turned home to a pile of makeup 
schoolwork which seemed insur- 
mountable. One night while I was 
practicing for my piano-lesson it 
all seemed like more than I could 
handle. I slammed both hands 
down on the piano and burst into 
tears. My wise daddy made me 
skip school the next day even 
though I protested tearfully that 
I couldn’t possibly afford to miss 
another day of school. I was just 
too far behind in my schoolwork. 


In the morning Dad took me golf- 


ing. I had never played the game | 
before but the fresh air and the | 
walking did wonders for me. In 
the afternoon we hit a tennis ball | 
back and forth in the street. That 
night I ate a huge supper, took a 
hot bath and went right to bed. 
I hadn’t opened a book the whole 
day but somehow it didn’t seem 
important when I went to bed—| 
I slept like a baby. I think. that | 
one day, completely apart from 
my regular routine and problems, 
kept me from a nervous break- 
down. 

Now, of course, with the re- 
sponsibilities of a family, I can’t 
usually take off for a day. Still, I 
find that the same techniques do 
help to keep me from going to) 
pieces when the going gets rough. | 
Most things take on a different 
perspective after a nap, a change | 
of jobs, a pleasant phone con-| 
versation or even a hot cup of| 
tea. 


Music does a great deal to help 
me through a blue day. Many 
wonderful and comforting things 
have been written in prose and. 
poetry, but when the heart is des- | 
pondent and _ discouraged, _ the) 
words which are set to music) 
seem to slip into one’s heart most) 
easily to give comfort and calm. 
Sometimes I have been too dis- 
couraged to really pray and too 
tired to get much out of reading 
God’s Word. That is when the 
words of some blessed song have 
their greatest value. I remember 
a time when the words of the 
song, “Peace, Perfect Peace” 
meant so much to me—especially 
the verse which says: 


Peace, perfect peace. By thronging duties 
pressed— 
To do the will of Jesus: this is rest. 


Perhaps the best cure for 
“moody days” is to have made 
some preparation ahead of time. 
To have a great deal of Scripture 
tucked away in one’s heart and 
mind is like having one’s spiritual 
medicine cabinet well stocked for 
any emergency. If I am pressed 
above measure with work, I will 
probably not take the time 
search for a verse or portion of 
Scripture which will give me rest; 
if I am too discouraged or tired, I 
probably will not make the effort 
to look for some verse of comfort 
and encouragement. The answer, 
then, is to have some passages | 
from the Bible already memorized | 
and ready for recall. 


Well, I must stop this chatting 
and get back to my work. May- | 
be that ironing isn’t so big, after | 
all!

being Baptized 


From Blui-Print, church bul- 
letin of the Foothill Boulevard 
Baptist Church, Oakland, Califor- 
nia, we quote the following: 


Local Police Not Expected to 
Interfere With Believer’s 
Baptism Sunday Evening 
Several believers in Christ will 
voluntarily express th®&ir obedience 
to the Lordship bf Christ this Sun- 
day evening at 7 p.m. when our 
pastor will administer the ordin- 
ance of baptism by burial in the 
water, These believers have re- 
sponded with an open confession 
signifying a desire for baptism. 
We do not anticipate persecution 
from civil authorities as we bap- 
tize them. It was not always that 
way and may not be again, but 
when Henry VIII became supreme 
head of the English Church, he is- 
sued a proclamation against the 
Baptists. Those wha rebaptized 


themselves were warned that they 
must depart from England within 
twelve days, or if caught, to suf- 
fer the pains of death. 


J. C, Carlyle in “Story of the 
English Baptists” (Clark, London, 
1905) states: “Before him (The 
King’s Chancellor) was brought 
a barrister, James Bainham. He 
was charged with heresy. He 
denied that water could save the 
soul of a little child. His poor body 
was stretched on the rack until 
every limb was loose. In stocks 
by day and damp cell by night, 
his courage did not fail. He was 
whipped until the blood flowed, 
but no word of recantation came 
from him. On an April morning in 
1511 a crowd gathered at Smith- 
field and saw faggots laid and lit, 
around James Bainham, but they 
did not see the martyr spirit 
ascend in a chariot of flame.”

AK Strike That 
Hurt America 


The Chicago Tribune, Octo- 
ber 5, had an editorial that 
calls attention to a bad strike 
caused by seifish and irrespon- 
sible men, which has hurt 
many workers as well as 
important business. We quote 
it here for warning. 


QUILL’S “VICTORY” 

When the recent strike against 
the Pennsylvania. railroad 
settled, Michael J. Quill, presi- 
dent of the Transport Workers 
union, claimed a great victory. He 
said the settlement “may well be 
the turning point for up-to-date 
labor relations on the nation’s 
railroads.,”’

The fruits of Quill’s victory are 
now coming home to many Penn- 
syilvania employees. Three thou 
sand of them have been laid off by 
the railroad in an effort to over- 
come the revenue suffered 
during the strike, estimated at 40 
million dollars. The company also 
has announced pay cuts for execu- 
tives and white collar workers.

When the strike was called by 
Quill’s union and another small 
union of shop employees, the rail- 
road was $4,900,000 in the red 
on its operations for the year. It 
expects another large deficit for 
September, the month in which 
the Pennsy was shut down for 12 
days by Mike Quill’s union. 


Sympathy must be extended to 
the members of other unions, who 
had no part in calling the strike 
and who strongly opposed it, bus 
the strikers deserve no sympathy. 
Their unions rejected the findings 
of a neutral referee and a Presi- 


dential fact-finding board. The 
company proposed arbitration, 
and this, too, was rejected by 
Quill. 


The railway labor act is based 
on the theory that union leaders 
will have some sense of respon- 
sibility. Quill’’s performance 
strongly indicates that the law 
may have to be changed to deal 
with those who haven't.

the Lord is leading you to do, we 
know you vel receive the blessing, 
for it. “Inasmuch as ye have done 
it unto one of the least of these

Charnock, in discoursing on 


Spiritual Worship, says: 

“The praise of God is_ the 
choicest sacrifice and worship, 
under a dispensation of redeeming 
grace. This is the prime and eter- 
nal part of worship under the 
Gospel. The psalmist, speaking of 
the Gospel times, spurs on to this 
kind of worship: “Sing unto the 
Lord a new song; let the children 
of Zion be joyful in their king; 
let the saints be joyful in glory; 
let them sing aloud upon their 
beds; let the high praises of God 
be in their mouth.’ 


“He begins and ends both 
Psalms with Praise ye the Lord! 
That cannot be a spiritual and 
evangelical worship that hath 
nothing of the praise of God in 
the heart. The consideration of 
God’s. adorable perfections diis- 
covered in the Gospel will make 
us come to Him with more seri- 
ousness, beg blessings of Him with 
more confidence, fly to Him with a 
winged faith and love, and more 
spiritually glorify Him in our at- 
tendances upon Him.” 


Praise Is United to Prayer 


There is a great deal more said 
in the Bible about praise than 
prayer; yet how few praise-meet- 
ings there are! David, in his 
Psalms, always mixes praise with 
prayer. Solomon prevailed much 
with God in prayer at the dedica- 
tion of the temple; but it was the 
voice of praise which brought 
down the glory that filled the 
house; for we read: 


“And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place: (for all the priests that were 
present were sanctified, and did 
not then wait by course: Also the 
Levites, which were the singers, 
all of them of Asaph, of Heman, 
of Jeduthun, with their sons and 
their brethren, being arrayed in 
white linen, having cymbals and 


- psalteries and harps, stood at the 


east end of the altar, and with 
them an hundred- and twenty 
priests sounding with trumpets:) 
It came even to pass, as the trum- 
peters and singers were as one, 
to make one sound. to be heard in 
praising and thanking the Lord; 
and when they lifted up their 
voice with the trumpets and 
cymbals and instruments of musick, 
and praised the Lord, saying, For 
he is good; for his mercy endureth 
for ever: that then the house 
was filled with a cloud, even the 
house of the Lord; So that the 
priests could not stand to minister 
by reason of the cloud; for the 
glory of the Lord had filled the 
house of God.”—II Chron. 5:11-14. 


We read, too, of Jehoshaphat, 
that he gained the victory over the 
hosts of Ammon and Moab 
through praise, which was excited 
by faith and thankfulness to God. 


“And they rose early in the 
morning, and went forth into the 
wilderness of Tekoa: and as they 
went forth, Jehoshaphat stood and 
said, Hear me, O Judah, and ye 
inhabitants of Jerusalem; Believe 
in the Lord your God, so shall ye 
be established: believe his 
prophets, so-shall ye prosper. And 
when he had consulted with the 
people, he appointed singers unto 
the Lord, and that should praise 
the beauty of holiness, as they 
went out before the army, and to 
say, Praise the Lord; for his 
mercy endureth for ‘ever. And 
when they began to sing and to 
praise, the Lord set ambushments 
against the children of Ammon, 
Moab, and mount Seir, which were 
come against Judah; and they 
were smitten.’”—II Chron. 20:20- 


In Hardest Times Be 
Thankful 


It is said that in a time of 
great despondency among the first 
settlers in New England, it was 
proposed in one of their public 
assemblies to proclaim a fast. An 
old farmer arose; spoke of their 
provoking Heaven with their 
complaints, reviewed their 
measures, showed that they had 
much to be thankful for, and 
moved that instead of appointing 
a day of fasting, they should ap- 
point a day of thanksgiving. This 


was done; and the custom has 
been continued ever since. 

However great our difficulties, 
or deep even our sorrows, there 
is room for thankfulness. Thomas 
Adams has said: 

“Lay up in the ark of thy mem- 
ory not only the pot of manna, 
the bread of life; but even Aaron’s 
rod, the very scourge of correc- 
tion, wherewith thou hast been 
bettered. Blessed be the Lord, not 
only giving, but taking away, 
saith Job. God who sees there is 
no walking upon roses to Heaven, 
puts His children into the way 
of discipline; and by. the fire of 
correction eats out the rust of 
corruption. God sends trouble, 
then bids us call upon Him; 
promiseth our deliverance; and 
lastly, the all He requires of us 
is to glorify Him. ‘Call upon me 
in the day of trouble; I will de- 
liver thee, and thou shalt glorify 
me.’ ”’

day he found himself in another 
world. Read the prophets and the 
New Testament from cover to 
cover and you will find scarcely 
a thing said about mentality. 


There is a statement about Je- 
sus like this, “He grew in stature 
and wisdom and in favor with 
God and man.” We see from this 
that God’s Book is not against the 
development of better’ mind and 
body, but the purpose of this Book 
is to develop character or the soul. 
It is the Book that Paul preached 
to the mixed population of Cor- 
inth. The apostle divides the 
ancient city and the world into 
two groups or classes: first, tho8e 
whom God has taken under His 
direction and made to be His 
children with His special care, and 
second, all others who have chosen 
to walk in their own ways. 


The Group That Is Possessed 
of Perpetual Thanksgiving 


One of these groups was per- 
petually giving thanks to God. 
Paul was in that group. He actual- 
ly praised God through every con- 
dition and every situation from 
the time he was converted to 
Christianity until his head was 
severed from his body by the 
executioner’s axe. He suffered 
bodily affliction, persecution, im- 
prisonment, and every other type 
of ordeal through which you and 
I could pass, and he wrote our 
text, “But thanks be unto God 
who giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


The One Essential Thing in 
Thanksgiving 

Now we come to the center of 
our subject. Here it is: one thing 
is absolutely essential to every 
soul that is enabled to praise God 
under any and all circumstances. 
What is it? Well, we find it in 
Paul's life motto. It is to accept 
Christ as Saviour and Lord with- 
out reservation. He states it in 
Philippians 3:10, 11, “That I may 
know him, and the power of his 
resurrection, and the fellowship 
of his sufferings, being made com- 
formable unto his death; if by 
any means I might attain unto 
the resurrection of the dead.” Paul 
did not just trust Christ for sal- 
vation; he definitely accepted Je- 
sus as his Lord. 


That is exactly what it takes to 
be a perpetual giver of thanks. 
No one else can do it. Listen to 
Jesus in what He says about sal- 
vation, “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life.” Not he 
that. believeth about the Son or 
like the Son, but “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son.” Don’t forget 
this. It isn’t trying to live like 
Jesus that saves our souls. It isn’t 
what we hear about Jesus that 
Saves our souls. It is Jesus Him- 
self in person that saves us. 


Then Jesus said, “Come wnto 
me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” He did not say to live like 
me but “Come wnto me.” We go 


just as directly to Him as we do 
to our doctor when we are sick. 
Jesus said, “If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself, 
and take up his cross daily, and 
follow me.” We are not to follow 
some other person as our pattern, 
some human being, but follow 
Him. Jesus is distinctly a person. 
He is both God and man. Being 
God, He possesses deity and is 
able to supply all of our needs, 


The Spirit of Paul in 
Thanksgiving 

It is not our intention or desire 
to misrepresent or even exagger- 
ate the blessings that Christ gives 
to His followers. We want to state 
facts as they are. Paul was human, 
and so are we. We are no more hu- 
man than he was. If Christ could 
do these things for Paul, He can 
do them for us. Anyone can praise 
God if things go as he would have 
them, but Paul praised God re- 

gardiess of how things went. 


First, Paul praised God when 
he was persecuted. One of the 
first hardships Paul experienced 
was persecution. But Jesus said to 
rejoice and be exceedingly glad 
when we are persecuted for His 
sake, for great is our reward in 
Heaven. 


Second, Paul thanked God when 
his life Was endangered. It was 
when things like certain death 
seemed to stare him in the face 
that God would speak to Paul and 
tell him not to be afraid. Today 
we are in a defense program. Not 
only are we preparing to defend 
our own shores, but we are helping 
other nations defend themselves 
against a common enemy. But 
without appearing fanatical or 
impractical, we can truthfully say 
that it was proved not only in 
Paul’s life, but in the history of 
men and nations throughout the 
history of man that God is man’s 
greatest defense against an enemy. 
Jesus is able to take care of us 
under all circumstances and all 
conditions. The excuse that we 
are in “a defense program” does 
not excuse any man from walking 
with God, though demands may, 
be made on his time and services 
that are unusual, 


Third, Paul could praise God 
when he was hungry. How he did 
this we do not know unless he 
knew that in due time God would 
make possible the satisfaction of 
his needs. To be hungry is one 
way of teaching us the blessings 
of having food. 


Fourth, Paul could praise God 
when afflicted. Few of us do, We 
usually complain. But this man 
who placed his all in the hands 
of Christ was drawn close to Je- 
sus through affliction. He received 
a double portion of God’s grace 
on such occasions and enjoyed 
great spiritual power because of it. 


Fifth, Paul praised God when 
friends forsook him. He was for- 
saken by loved ones and friends, 
but in those hours Jesus became 
so real to him that Paul felt the

presence of his Lord in such a way 
that he burst into praise and 
thanksgiving. 

Sixth, Paul praised God because 
he was privileged to see the fruits 
of his labors. Right here we should 
stop and give serious heed to our 
lives. If one has not seen the fruits 
of his labors as a Christian it 
should cause him serious concern. 
It is our belief that one who is in 
genuine fellowship with Christ is 
assured of bearing fruit. This was 
distinctly taught by our Lord in 
His parable of the vine and the 
branches. “I'am the vine, ye are 
the branches: He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the same bring- 
eth forth much fruit: for without 
me ye can do nothing.” This was 
one thing over which Paul re- 
joiced continually. He had more 
converts to Christianity, more 
young people called into special 
service because of his great life 
than any other living man. This 
is probably the greatest joy known 
to man in this world. 


Seventh, Paul rejoiced because 
of his rich experiences. Someone 
has said, “Youth is looking for 
romance and thrill.” Well, adults 
are looking for the same thing. Do 
you know where the most thrilling 
and the most remarkable exper- 
iences are found? It is in a life 
wholly dedicated to Christ. Jesus 
offers them, guarantees them to 
any who will follow Him. 


The apostles were electrified 
time and again by their exper- 
iences when they were with Him. 
He even gave one power to walk 
on water; He caused failing fish- 
ermen to catch one “hundred and 
fifty-three fish in one drag. He 
electrified Peter with the finding 
of money in a fish’s mouth, He 
caused a little boy to be thrilled 
with unbounded joy in seeing a 
lunch of five loaves and two fishes 
feed the multitudes and at the 
same time have twelve basketfuls 
left. 


But these people were followers 
of Christ and obedient to Him. 
He has not changed one particle. 
If the multitude of men, women, 
and-young people who are break- 
ing their necks, crowding God out 
of their programs, trying to get a 
thrill by this or that success would 
only submit to the will of Jesus 
and give Him a chance, they 
would get what their hearts long 
for. 

Eighth, and last of all, Paul 
could praise God when facing the 
most ghastly of all things. Do 
you know what he was referring 
to when he spoke our text? It 
was the grave—that hole in the 
ground where your body and 
mine will be placed some day to 
return back to elay. The sinner 
sneers at it, jokes about it, and 
sometimes acts as if he doesn't 
fear it. Do you know why? It ‘s 
because he is deluded by the 
Devil. Of all horrible things on 
this earth to a sinner, none ap- 
proximates the grave. The reason 
he laughs about it and ridicules 
it is one of blindness. 

He is like the two soldiers who 
raped the girl out here at Min- 
eral Wells; then they kidnaped 
two people, stole their car and 
robbed them of their money. When 
warned of the consequences of 
their crimes, they laughed and 
joked. But when apprehended and 
tried before the court’ they 
changed their attitude. When they 
heard the judge sentence them to 
the penitentiary for a good portion 
of their lives, hilarity changed to 
weeping. Like the nineteen-year- 
old youth who bet a package of 
cigarettes that he would get the 
“hot seat” for killing a policeman 
and bragged and laughed when he 
won, so does the sinner laugh 
about death and the grave. Wait 
until that boy sits down on that 
electric chair and see him change. 
It will be too late then. 

Paul tells us how we can face 
death and the grave calmly and 
with rejoicing. There is only one 
way, and we shall all face it. How 
is it done? But thanks be unto 
God who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. To 
the Christian he knows before his 
body is covered up with the soil 
that his soul will be up yonder 
with Christ in Glory. He knows 
the grave is only the bed in which 
his body shall sleep until Jesus 
raises it out of its sleep and 
awakens it in.its. ‘glorified and 
redeemed state, ready for the 
housing again of his soul through- 
out an endless day of eternity. 
Yes, my friends, to the child of 
God ‘who walks in the footsteps 
of Jesus every day and every hour 
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Heaven: ...

turn your heart to the Lord Jesus, 
depend upon Him to save you. 
Jesus said, “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life’’ (John 
3:16).
